influence, the opportunity afforded should 
have been neglected by British capitalists.

“ Captain MoRTIMER O’SuLirvan on behalf 
“of the Shanghai Generai Chamber of Com- 
“ merce, was shown to be one of the wealth- 
‘jest units of the Chinese Empire, and a 
“latent Eldorado- simply awaiting commer- 
“ cial exploitation. Yefsso far as we know, 
“the British commercial community have 
“ failed to profit by the efforts of one of their 
“expert pioneers. Perliaps we shall next hear 
“of the opening up to shallow-draft steamer 
“trafic on the Han River under a foreign 
“ flag—and still we pride ourselves oa being 
“the premier maritime nation in the world.” 
And no doubt we should still continuc to 


‘rejoice in-that proud position were it uot 
-for the effeteness of our rulers and their 


absoluté inability to see that a resolute 
policy in China and a determination to pro- 
tect their maritime interests by stibsidies is 
gradually being adopted by Foreign Powers, 
to the detriment of thosé who still cling tu 
the old laissez faire policy and free trade. 
British manufacturers, merchants, and ship- 
owners have of late years heen freely 
accusel of want of enterprise, and, 80 


_far as‘the first-named are concerned, 


we are bound to admit with some degree 
of justice, for they have shown an amaz- 
ing unreadiness to cater for ‘particular 
wants and markets, and have compelled 
the British merchant either to lose. business 
or go to continental makers for the 
required goods. But so far as the mer- 
chant and ship owner are concerned this 
charge of indifference does not hold. If 
there is any reasonable chance of doing 
business the British merchant is always 
ready enough to seize the opportunity, aud 
the shipowner is glad to try new routes if 
there isa reasonable chance of even ultimate 
success. Hut naturally he has to be wore 
careful than his foreign competitors, who 
are subsidised-by their Governments to such 
an extent as will ensure a fair interest on 
the capital employed. Such, however, is bis 
courage and enterprise, that he is content to 
take all risks in opening new lines provided 
he can be assured that he will receive 
adequate protection from his Minister in 
the event of any attempt io obstruct bim 


‘and ruin the trade he has laboured to 


develope. That the British Representatives 
at- Peking and the British Foreign Office 
have time and again shown their inability o- 
indisposition to secure either the just rights 
of British subject or their claims for injuries 
suffered ig notorious. As an instance of 
the former the fate of the receni~gttempt 
made to maintain a regular line of. steamers 


_ between Hongkong and the West River is 
_ only too sufficing. After running for some

A magnificent 
opportunity offered for the settlement of 
this and otber outstanding questions when 
the negotiations for a settlement of the 
claims arising out of the attack on tlre 
British Legation and the whelesule massacre 
of British missionaries were being conducted.

“THE SOUTHERN REBELLION.

At length we have received from Canton 
some coufirmation of the rumours which 
have been current in other quarters with 
regard to the so-called “ Southern rebellion.” 
Hitherto, widespread as were the stories of 
the rebels overrunning the Two Kwang and 
even the neighbouring. proviuces, no reliable 


news was to hand from Canton, though in 


Shanghai and further norih -circumstantial 
accounts were published from time to time 
of what was said to be going on. As has 
been pointed out before, Canton is so 
accustomed to the chronit -unrest of 
Kwanysi that the authorities there would 


_be naturally inclined to disregard rumours 


ex pected, 


of outbreaks. . Troubles are 
annually it may be said, in the province, 
and their occurrence does not cause (dismay 
in the viceregal city. Nevertheless to such 
a size have the rumours now attained’ that 
it is impossible for Canton to treat them so 
lightly as hitherto. When it is yiven out 
to the world that four provinces are 


threatened, that Nanning is completely cut. 


off by the rebels, and that the Imperial 
truops are deserting in large numbers, the 
credit of the Vicervy, H.E. Tao Mo, 
demands that the reports shoull be dis- 
proved, if disproof is possible. We are 
disinclined, as wo have said some time ago, 
to believe much of what has been written 
about the Kwanysi rebellion, because 
there gre various people interested, for 
political or other reasons, in makiny out 
the situation to be very yrave. But, 
on the principle that there is no smoke 
without fire, it appears that there must -be 
sumething- wore than the usual provincial 
troubles behind the tales of the Kwangsi 
rebellion. The already familiar version of 
the story is repeated by a letter published 
in'the Shanghai Su Pao, dated the 23rd 
April, which declares that Navning district 


is now wholly overrun by the rebels, and 
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the -villagers yenerally have joined them in . . 


large numbers. In all the: places ‘near: 
Nanning, thoussnds, or perlinps tens of 
thousands, have arms of the new pattern,. 
and use smokeless: powder. | Boats.. have 
been secretly conveying muuitions of war 
into the country for the use of the rebels, 
and so on. The difficulty of sifting the 
evidence lies in the impossibility of judging 
the independence or otherwise of the sources 
of the many reports. Our- Canton corres- 
ponslent confirms the fact of the rebels 
being équipped with arms of the new 
pattern—quick-firing Mausers, he gtates 
them to be—and testifies to their strength 
in the Nanning neighbourhood. He 
estimates their numbers at six or seven 
thousand. All sort; of figures are given by 
other correspondents, and there is at pre, 
sent not the slightest chance of arriving at 
the truth of the matter. We must perhaps 
be preparer to admit that there is more in 
the rumours than at first appeared likely, 
though it ‘is fairly clear that they were 
much exaggerated some months ago, even 
purposely in certain quarters. Tt is im- 
possible that there should have been so little 
dislocation of trude along the coast had the 
provinces being in snch a state of uproar 
us was stated by the sengational _vrrespon- 
dents.’ And when we hear talk of * another 
Taiping rebellion” we cannot but doubt 
the bona-fidex of the writers. The Chinese 
paper which we mentioned above ascribes 
the Kwangsi rebellion to natural discontent 
at unduly heavy taxation. There has 
always been an atlempt to bleed the Two 
Kwang fur the benetit of North China, and 
this #3 as much exemplified in the indemnity 
taxation as it used to be in the past.

THE CHIHLI TROUBLES. 
———— --# ; 
(Daily Press, 15th. May.) 
_ In spite of the news which renched us on 
Tuesday of a great vietory forthe Imperial- 
ist troops, affairs in Chibli are not pro-. 
gressing satisfactorily, and the werst of the 
position is that it is not entirely the 
Chiaese who are te blame. In fact, it re- 
quires all the skill in administration of 
which Yuan SurKwal is possessed to keep 
affairs: from breaking out into open dis- 
content. We are sorry in this instance 
that we cannot bold the Roman missicnaries 
altogether free from blame. That under the 
rule of the Dowager ‘I'sz’H1 abominable 
crimes were committed on the. Roman 
converts is quite true, and that now that 


overt action against Christians as such is 
practically impossible, is no excuse, but 
rather the contrary for the sanction recently 
extended by their spiritual guides to the 
dungerous and aggressive conduct attributed 
on alt sides to the converts. These ex- 
cesses are mainly confined to the southern 
parts of the province, especially ‘the pre- 
fectures of Shunteh and Kwangping, and it 
is here of course that the persecution of 
the: Christian converts during the Boxer 
troubles was most marked. It is doubtful 
how far the foreign Powers were justified 
in inflicting on the Chinese’ Government 
penalties fur losses incurred by its own 
subjects at the hands of - their fellow 
viationals, but the large indemnity claimed 
by the Frénch, amounting to ten and a half 
millions sterling, is unfortunately made up 
in great measure of such claims, the policy 
of which is more than doubtful.. A good 
portion of this indemnity has to be borne 
by these districts: and in addition there 
remain large local claims, in the prosecution 
of which the Romanist converts, headed 
by their priests, have been ‘most unduly

matters have been so far amended that all — 
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ng,.and the French Government has, 
dvised,* thrown in. its influence 
the scale. “Though the present Viceroy

- *.0f the position to revenge themselves on 


their. former persecutors; and this feeling 
has been encouraged by their spiritual 
leaders,. who, instead of preaching forbear- 
ance,- have been urging their flocks to 
further demands. The consequence’ is that 


between the exactions of their own officials 


and: the ill-timed - agyressiveness of the 
Christians, aided and abetied by the Roman 
priests, the entire of Southern Chihli has 
been thrown into a state of confusion 
approaching.its condition during the Boxer 
movement, and a far more dangerous and 
uncompromising hatred of Christianity 
engendered alaongst the population at large. 

This situation is rendered the more 
dangerous that, in-pursuit of its policy with 
‘egard to the Roman religious drders, the 
French Government is seeking to make an 
unholy compromise with these very orders, 


. and would apparently atone for the harsh 


measures it has felt itself compelled to take 
against them in France, in consequence of 
their . continual interferences with the 
government of the state, by giving them a 
free hand in Chima, where it fondly 
imagines the same arts can’ be practised 
without detriment to itself; The Chinesc 
havelong observed and wondered at this 
strange contrariety, and have made many 
efforts to free themselves from.a dominion 
go dangerous and humiliating, but hitkerto 
Without.avail.

SIR THOMAS JACKSON’S 

. DEPARTURE.

(Daily Press, 14th May.) 
Hongkong has this year said good-bye to 
quite n number of old residents, geveral of. 
whom have been identified with the life and 
history of the Colony for a long period of 
years. With none, however, will she part 
with such great aud yenetal reyret as with 
Sir Tuomas Jackson. His has been for 
so long a name to conjure with in the world 
of finance in the Far Mast, and his presence 
has become so familiar in our midst, that it 
is most difficult to conceive — although 
temporary absences should have preparel 
us-in some measure for the wrench—that he 
is now permanently severing his connection 
with the Colony. To say that he will be 
sorely, missed is to put the matter very 
tritely : a poor express‘on indeed of the real 
feeling of the community in connection with 
“7. J."! How he will be missed we shall 
know best when his genial presence is no 
longer with us to cheer, to reassure, and to 
assist. “For not only has Sir” Tuomas 
Jacxson . built up the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation to its pre-. 
sent colossal proportions, but he has.made 
that institution the yvreat finantial power 
in the Far East, the pivot of trade here, and 
he himself the friend and helper of all 
engaged in legitimate commerce, It is true 
that even his genius has not availed to 
arrest the steady decline. of silver, but he 
has kept a firm hand on the financial ‘helm, 
and *imparted confidence where otherwise 
panic might have reigned supreme... To say 
that Sir THomas Jackson was the WELLING- 
Ton of finance is to say what is only the bare 
fact. He has shown ull the best qualities of 
a great commander : self-reliance, foresight, 
courage, and confidence. His lengthy 
experience has endowed him with a resource 
that bas always stood him in good stead. 
His.excellent memory and power of coming 


financial edifice, which grew yearly ii ?in- 
poreue wealth, and stability. In “April, 
886, he left for England on twelve months’: 
furlough, and resumed the chief: manage-* 
ment in September, 1887. Highteen. 
months later Mr. @ackson was appointed 

manager in London, and ‘left to take.

six months’ leave of absence in 1900, has 

remained here ever since, the faithful pilot 

ut the helm, whose unfaltering hand has. 
guided the Bank to great and ever greater 

sticcess in spite of increasing difficulties 

and growing competition. We have. not. 

gone into figures ; it is sufficient to say that, - 
while there was no dividend for the latter 

half of 1874 and the reserve fund was then 

reduced to $100,000, which was only in-. 
creased to some $250,000 when Mr. Jackson 

first téok the helm, it bas risen, during his 

most able management, to 314,250,000 at. 
the present time. Sermans can be read in 

stones, and even dry figures can prove 

eloquent at times: these appeal even to the 

dullest imagination. 

With Sir Tuomas Jackson, the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank has always had 
the first. place in his heart, the first place in 
his thoughts, and his career as -a public 
man has therefore been less conspicuous 
than would otherwise have becn the case.- 
The great financial establishment he con- 
trolled so well had his best and fullest ser-: 
vice; and whatever other interests claimed hia | 
attention or sympathy had to come second. 
His was indeed no divided allegiance to the 
great Bank ; his loyalty: was whole-hearted, 
and would have satisfied the most exacting. 


to n swift decision have also been of the | But close as was his attention to the Bank, 


greatest assistance, while his strong nerve 
and, steady determination -have served to 
inspire confidence in those with whim he 
had to deal. 


It mhy be interesting to those of our 


readers whose experience does not carry | 


them back to the sixties to recall briefly 
the incidents in Sir Tuomas JAcksoN’s 
long and honourable career iu-the Far East. 
He arrived in the Colony in the autumn of 
186-4 to join the Agra and Masterman’s-Bank, 
But Jeft that institution at the commence- 
ment of: August, 1866, to take service in the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion. His promotion in this institution was 
rapid, as big abilities soon began to be known. 
In April, 1867, he proceeded to Shanghai 
as accountant; in February, 1868, he went 
to Hankow to opeu the branch there, and 
soon afterwards $n. the same year: he 
was appuinted acting manager at  Seaegerie

March, 1870, he returned to Hongkong a8 
sub-manager, but only occupied that posi- 
tion cighteen_ months, for in September, 
4871, he was appuinted manager of the branch 
at Yokohama. In March, 1874, he proceeded 


home on well earned leave of absence, and 


minager in London. In September, 1875, 
he resumed charge of the branch at. Yoko- 


hama, but was not allowed to remain there’ 


long. His value had become: too well 
known, and in’ March, 1876; he was 
appointed acting chief manager - aud 


was confirmed in this post in the following 
August. For ten years from this date Mr. 
Jackson laboured with unwearied energy 
and unwavering faith im building up the

Sir THomas Jackson—who never spared 
himself—made time to perform many fuuc- 
tions and do numerous public services. He 
was: made a Justice of the Peace so ‘ar back 
as 1876, and in 1884 was nominated by the 
Hongkong General Chamber of Commerce 
as its first representative in‘ the Legislative 
Council, and sat for two years, resigning in 
1886, when about to proceed to England on 


leave. Sir THo.as served on the Retrench- - 


ment Committee in 1894, the Queen’s 
Statue Committec in 1896, and tho Insanitary 
Properties Commission, 1896. He also re- 


peatedly acted as Honorary Treagtrer to — 


various funds, amongst which may be 
named the Irish -Famine Relief Fund in- 
1880; Hongkung Jubilee -Committee in 


1890; the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee Com=; ' 
‘tne Indian Famine | 


mittee in 1897; 
Relief “Fund- Committee in the~ same, 
year; the Typhoon Fund Committee 
in 1900; and the Queen’s Memorial 
Fund Committee in 1901. All these 


funds profited greatly by his association ~ 


with them, his advocacy being most persua- 
sive. Her Majesty Queen Vuicrurta, in 
1900, conferred on Mr. Jackson-the honour 
of knighthood,-and it is not too much to 
say that no mark of royal favour was ever, 
better bestowed in the Far East or gave 
wider satisfaction. Sir THomAs JACKSON 
has done long and yeoman. service in 
cotinection with the Chamber jof .Com; 
merce. He was first electe.t:a-member.. of 
the Committee-in February,i1827; and. has, 
when iui the Colony, served as. auch ever since...

MINING REGULATIONS : THE 
PEKING DRAFT. - -

True to its traditional character, the Foreign 
Office at Peking has been trying its hand at 
drafting “Mining Regulations,” the chief 
features of which are the opportunit’es they 
would offer for the growth of a gigantic sys em 
of fraud and bribery. In this respect the 
proposed regulations are eminently satisfactor 
—to the Chinese Foreign Office—but ia all 
others they display that happy-go-lucky 
indefiniteness so pe :uliarly dear to. alt Chinese 
officials, whatever their rank. _The following 
declaration is, however, interesting, as stating 
clearly that the concession of mining rights is 
to be open -to the world without respect of 
persons or nationality : . 

‘Applicants for mining licenses may be 
either Chinese intending to work on their own 
account, foreigners undertaking to do the- 
work for Chinese, or Chinese and for- 
eigners working together on. joint account. 
The land, however, being Chinese aud the 
sanction to work thereon emanating from the 
Chinese Goverument, all persons engaged in 
mining, no matter who they be, are bound t> 
conform to Chinese regulations; and China, 
exercising her sovereign rights, will undertake 
to settle all questions which may arise. 

This of course is all right, and would be 
inexpugnable were there any definition of what 
are the sovereign rights of the Chinese Govern-. 
ment. Unfortunately this is the very point on 
which some definition is essential, but on which 
we look in vain for an explanation.

supply of recruits far exceeds. the demand; 
indeed, for the past | eight months ‘it 
has been found hair esd to enlist 
a single recruit. Their physique is good, and 
in one company of 30 men not one is under 
5ft. 8in. The men take their drill readily, 


and once the civilian rawness has worn off 
they evince a liking for their work and take a 
pride in attaining as rapidly as possible the high 
standard of excellence that their-instructors set 
meu of the regiment 
-took part. in suppressing the Boxer troubles 
last year, and out of that number 2 
officers and 23 men were killed and 3 officers 
and 40 men wounded—a high percentage truly. 
All of the thirteen men comprising the 
Coronation contingent participated in the 
fighting at Peking When| the Legations were 
relieved, and as.they also ‘were present at the 
taking of Tientsin they are thus entitled 
to a couple of bars with| their medal for the 
campsign. - At Tientsin, Colour-Sergeant 
Purdon and four men 'were wounded, and 
it is the former’s constant: regret that he 
was in consequence Abe nee from , being 
present at the relief of the Legations in 
Peking. However, at Tientsin it was-his good 
fortune to perform-a deed for which he is to be 
presented with the distinguished conduct medal. 
Of his bravery Colour-Sergeant Purdon spoke 
with the greatest modesty and unconcern. 
“What did you do to} gain the medal?” 
he was asked. ‘Oh, nothing much—only 
carried a wounded man [back under fire, and 
‘ yefused to retire when-[ was ordered.” But 
that-“‘ nothing much” saved a man’s life and

_| time before you became contirmed in the post of 
Chief Manager in 1876. No one who is even 


superficially acquainted with the history of 
Hongkong ‘caiignore the fact that you took 
over this very responsible office at a period of 
the greatest doubt and uncertainty attending the 
commercial affairs cf the young Colony. Al- 
though blame was sought to be saddled on the 
executive on account, of the legislative measures 
which it enacted for the depressing state of 
affairs, it cannot be denied that far more potent 
factors throughout the East wers contributing to 
bring commercial disaster upon Hongkong. The 
vicissitndes of banking, like all other trades, 
became apparent in the reports and balance 
sheets issnell by vnr local bank at this time. 
The carping critic'sms which its detractors 
levelled at it were unmeasured and norestrained. 
Yours, however, was not the spirit to be dannted 
by adversity, but rather the contrary. Ata 
trying {ime you entered upon your duties with 
zeal, and brought to bear upon them the ability 
and determination not only to maintain the 
position and reputation of your charge, but to 
eclipse its success of the past. How far your 
end was accomplished will best be seen in the 
speech of the Honourable F, D. Sassoon, who 
spoke as Chairman of the Bank at its half-yearly 
meeting in February 1886—ten year after your 
assumption of the Chief Managership. He said 
he would take the opportunity of recording the 
immens) services you rendered to the Bank 
by your uuremilting energy and_ ability. 
(Applause.) So long ago as thon the Bank, 
with the bulk-of its earning power remaining 
in China, had mid> vast strides and attained to 
an important position. When you first took 
charge of the Bank at the beginning of 1876, 
it had a reserve fund of only $100,000.

entitled to it. Whether as the g-nial Manager 
of the Hongkong & Shanghsi Bank, the out 
spoken member of the Leyislative Council, or 
the munificent and public-spirited supporter of 
our loval institutions, we shall most acutely miss 
you: when you leave us. We wish you many 
long years of life to continue with vigour 
unimpaired tho career of usefuliess to your 
fellow-men.

N BONGKONG. 

On the 10th inst. the inauguretion: took 
place of the new. Sikh and-Hinda Temple. 
the “siri Gura Singh ‘Sabha, Hongkong,” 
situated ‘in the Gap behind Morrison Hill, 
leading from Wanchai to'Happy Valley. The 
ceremony consisted in depositing in the build- 
irg the Sacred Book of thp Sikhs, and this was 
followed by a religions service and later by a 
meeting of a general natore, _at which an 
aceount- was giren of 


the scheme which had 
resulted in the erection of the temple. The 

nilding is picturesquely~ situated and stands 

on ground granted by the Government for 
that purpose. It is a -handsome structure, 
reflecting much credit on the architect, Mr. 
B. Brotherion Harker, and it is eminently 
suited to the uses to which it is to be pnt, 
The basement floor is arranged as a shelter for 
strangers dod will accommodate 30 or 40 such. 
‘A cook-house and offices are adjoining. Above is 
the temple proper, 8 spacious oblong apart- 
mont 30 fé:t by 50 feet, ranning the whole 
length of the building and opening out on to 
Yaleonies on each side. At the upper end sits 
‘the officiating priest, and the floor is laid with 
carpets for the. worshippers. This hall is 
approached. from the front by a. broad 
flight of. steps. The facade of the temple 
is of Moresque design and presents a yery 
‘pretty appearance Except for the grant of 
asite by the Government, the entire cost of 
the erection of the temple has been borne by 
the Sikh and Hindu community of this and 
some neighbouring coast towns. Yesterday’s 
ceremony was the culmination of a design 
which the Sikh and Hinda community in these 
parts have fondly cherished for something like 


twenty years. ‘I'he $12,000 or so. that the com- 


pleted témple and crematorium are estimated 
to cost have been almost all subscribed, but only 
by the exercise of great self-denial on the part 
of those concerned. It is unfortunate that 
now, when the scheme is on the direct 
road to completion, an objection should 
hare been put forward by the Govern- 


ment to the effect. that they caxnot authorise 


the constraction of the crematorium in the form 
proposed. Hitherto the crematicn of the Bikh 
dead hag been carried out by the: primative 
method of a wood-fire ‘in the open air. In 
connection with the temple » crematorian was 
proposed to be bnilt ata cost of $500 or $600 
which would havesufficed for all the needs of the 
community, but theauthoritiesdecline to sanction 
stich a structure and recommend the erection 


of a crematorium on the European model. Sneh 
aplace would cost anything from $20,000 to 
$31,000, and »s the cost of cremating a dead.

China in Convulsion. By ARTHUR H. Smiru. 


Two volumes, with numerous illustrations, - 


and maps. New York, Chicago, and Toronto, 

Fleming H. Revell Co. 
Amone the books about the present crisis 
which have been looked forward to by the read- 
i-g public, none has been awaited with more 
anticipation of interest than that from the pen 
of the author of Chinese Characteristics and 
Village Life in China—for it .was of course as- 
sumed that Dr. A. H, Smith would not let such 
an opportanity pass by of giving to the world 
the record of so momentous a period, in which 
he too had his part to play. The pleasurable 
expectations were partly due 1o the ability and 
knowledge of his subject which Dr. Smith has 
shown in his previous works, and partly to his 
well-known fairress of mind, which is a very 


necessary equipinent in the matter of a book on . 


China. Wo may say at once that the hopes of 
expectant readers will not be disappointed. 
Excellently bound and got up by the American 
publishers to whom the author entrusted bis 
work, and illustrated with a most intersting 
collection of photographs taken on the spot and 
annmber cf carefully prepared maps, China in 
Convulsion comes to us with all the extrinsic’ 
advantages which such a book can enjoy. Of 
the text ilself, if we offer here any criticism, 
it is because such a production can well stand 
crificism and because our readers will under- 
stand that its merits must amply outweigh 
all slight defeo's. 

Dr. Smith deals with the whole history of 
the so-called ‘‘ Boxer ” movement, from its first 
origins down to its close, and considers its 
effects. To the siege of the Legations in 
Peking, where he was one of the garrison, the 
author naturally devotes mueh space, and here 
we get invaluable first-hand evidence. . The 
publisbers do not claim too mach for China in 
Convulsion when they say it will be authority 
on the most significant epoch in the history of 
the Far Bast. a 

Dr. Smith is, as we have said, essentially a 
fair-minded writer. And nowhere is «the 
quality of fair-mindedness more necessary than 
in a missionary in Chins, There is inevitably 
such a thing as a missionary bivs, in a greater 
degree than there is a mercantile bias, a 
diplomatic or a scholarly bias.. The fact, of

The number of rats and mice caught has greatly 
increased «wing !o the raising of the price paid 
by the city and the prizes offered by the Kobe 
branch of the Japan Sanitary Society. At 
present ‘about 950 vats are being brought to 
police stations daily. Arsenic-paste has been 
distributed among the householders in one 
section of the city by the police for the 
destruction of rats and mice. This is delivered 
in the afternoon and the unused part collected 
on the following morning. Papers containing 
directions for the treatment of the paste are 
also given to householders. To prevent poison- 
ing in the case of those who accidentally use 
the paste, the officials state that medicine can 
be obtained at any police-box.
